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Queft. 1. Wo Find in the Book entituled, The Poft-Boy 
Robb’d of his Mail: Or the Pacquet 
- broke open, A Letter of Platonick Love, it 
gives me fo fair an Idea of that Romantick Fancy, that I 
could clinoft wilh there were fuch a thing ; if there be not, 
I defire your Opinion whether there be or no, and alfo your 
Fudzment of that Book, and whether you thinkit a Fiction or 
mol © 
Anfw. Since you are not fatisfied with what the Gen- 
tlemen concern’d in that Frollick have faid on that point, 
our Opinion is, That ‘tis not impoffible there fhould 
be fome that may have fo refin’d a Paffion for each o- 
ther, at leaft ’tis obvious there are Pretenders to it. 
As for the Book it felf, the Compleat Library for the 
Menth of Fuly has given a very true Charaéter of it, 
which thé it feem’d fomething extravagant in the Praile, 
yet upon view of the Performance we acquit him of a 
falfe Judgment in what he has faid upon it. It con- 
tains both Pleafure and Profit; and Horace, as gooda 
judge of Wit as any, tells us, Omne tulit punctum qui 
mi{cuit utile dulci: He has hit all Points that has mine 
gled the Profitable with the Pleafant. In this Book 
you may find the feveral Pzffious that Influence all the 
Life and Aétions of Mankind, the feftneffes and the wrecks 
of Lovers, the Intreasues and Extravagancies of Lujf, 
the blind Inveteracy of Hate and Indignation, the Pre- 
tences of the Debauchesand Atheifts, the Voractoufnefs 
and reftlefs defire of Wealth and Honour, che Vanities 
that Pride betrays us to, the Effect of Fear and Hope, 
the fubtle windings of Self-Intereft, how it reigns in all 
our Actions in Religion as well as Temporal Concerns.

Anfw. Eitber this poor Compaffionable Lady muft try 
if fhe can find out any Romantick Knight of a good 
Fortune, who meerly out of Devotion to her Sex, or 
compaffion for the miferable, will take her in good ear- 
neft for better fer worfe, without the Encumbrance of a 
Fortune ; or elfe they muft try if they can be too cun- 
ning for the old Fellow, and trick him intoa Confent, or 
fhe mut e’ne patiently ftand to’t, live as merry as fhe 
can in her fad Circumftances, that if poffible the may 
oxtwind her good Unkle, and poflefg his Eftate inftead 
of his {wallowing hers: —— This is all che help we car 
give, unieis che Querift had been more particular in 
Place, Naaze, 8c. whereas had thofe been added, we 
might perhaps have ferv’d her furcher, by an Adver- 
tifement to all valiant Knights and Gentle Squires, where

Witnels : However, if they don’t think this convenient,
